They are 
accused of having caused the death of 
Gustav Berner, a shoemaker, who died 
last Monday at his home, 3422 Mission 
street, from meniDgiti9, caused by a frac­ 
ture of the skull, which occurred six or 
seven weeks ago during a fight in front of 
Horstman’s saloon at Thirtieth and Mission 
streets. 
On the evening of the fight Berner re­ 
turned to his home and Dr. McLaughlin 
was summoned to attend to his injuries, 
which at that lime appeared to be slight. 
Berner’s condition grew more serious, how­ 
ever, and Dr. Baumeister was employed 
by the family, and the patient improved 
sufficiently to go to work. But he again 
grew worse and died, Dr. Baumeisier sign­ 
ing tbe death certificate and giving pneu­ 
monia as the cause of death. Mrs. Berner 
was dissatisfied, however, and reported tbe 
matter to the Coroner. An autopsy showed 
that the skull of the deceased had been 
fractured, which was the real cause of 
death, although all his symptoms had in­ 
dicated pneumonia.

Washington, May 5th.—Ex-President 
Cleveland bss gone back to New York 
without haviDg argued the case which he 
came to lay before the Supreme Couit. 
Now there is an attempt to make it plain 
that his visit was on political rather than 
legal business, and that in this he was not 
so unsuccessful. 
The Critic says point blank that Mr. 
Cleveland was here to start his boom for 
1892. It further says that this boom was 
started at a meetiDg of the Free Trade Re­ 
form Club held in Hagerstown, Md„ Fri­ 
day night. This was attended by Messrs. 
Springer, Wilson of West Virginia, aud 
Breckenridge of Kentucky. 
The Critic says: “The Hagerstown meet­ 
ing was gotten up to present an opportu­ 
nity for these gentlemen to outline the de­ 
sires and intentions of the wing of the 
'arty to which they belong—the great 
louthern free trade wing. The real intent 
and object of the meeting was to set going 
the boom for Cleveland and Campbell in 
1802.“The three gentlemen named are all 
warmly in favor of that ticket, which they 
fondly believe to be a winning one. Be­ 
sides this a letter was read from Mr. Cleve­ 
land, in which he reiterated the views on 
the tariff question which he advanced in 
his famous message. It was received with 
tumultuous enthusiasm. Another letter 
was read from Governor James Campbell, 
of Ohio, which was warmly received. 
“Other letters were read, mostly from 
Maryland politicians. That the meeting 
accomplished the purpose it was gotten up 
for ia evident from the satisfied and com­ 
placent looks to-day of the three gentle­ 
men named. They have started the Cleve­ 
land and Campbell boom going, and, much 
to their own satisfaction, started it in a 
Southern State, and they did so by au­ 
thority.”

DOUBLE MURDER. 


Two Aged lVoinen H ave T heir B rain- 
B attered Out. 
Baltimore, May 5th.—A horrible double 
murder was committed in this city some­ 
time between 9 o’clock Friday night and 
daylight on Saturday morning. The vic­ 
tims were Mrs. Sarah Blaney. aged 80, and 
her unmarried daughter Caroline, aged 55, 
of 1035 Greenmount avenue. The crime 
was not discovered until Saturday morn­ 
ing, when James M. Blanev, the old lady’s 
son, called at her bouse. There was no re­ 
sponse to his pull at the door-bell, and fear­ 
ing that something was wrong, he forced 
his way into the bouse. Going into the 
kitchen, he was horrified at finding their 
bodies stretched upon the floor in pools of 
blood. The skulls of both had been 
crushed in by some blunt instrument. 
A few hours later Jeremiah Blaney, a 
grandson of the old lady and a son of 
James M., was arrested on suspicion. 
There were great spots of blood on bis 
clothes, which he had evidently made 
efforts to remove. He protested that he 
was innocent, and said that the blood 
stains npon his clotbes were made the 
night before, when he had been seized with 
a violent spell of bleeding at the nose. Ad­ 
hering to one of these patches were a few 
gray hairs, and these the officers are cer­ 
tain came from tbe old lady's bead. What 
the motive for tne crime was it is hard to 
conjecture. If it was robbery the assassin 
was frightened away before he had accom­ 
plished his purpose, as a wallet containing 
nearly $1,000 was found lying beside the old 
woman.

vember last by Dr. Moret. of tbe R beitus 
Scaool of Medicine, to Dr. Luvs, ot Char- 
tte, for treatm ent. 
Tbe treatm ent con­ 
sisted in tbe transference of the paralysis 
from tbe girl Marie to another patient 
nam ed Leontine, and the process was a» 
follows: 
Marie, quite awake, was seated on a 
chair by the sido of Leontine. ai.d the right 
hand of the latter waa ou the par ¡yzed 
right hand of the former. I)r. Luyr tlirew 
Leontine into a lethargic state, then taking 
a large magnet with five branches, in held 
it at first above the hands placed tone on 
the other, and then moved it aiijng the 
arm as far as the shoulder. 
This was continued for about two m in­ 
utes. It was sufficient to predate fibril­ 
lary m ovement in the fingers and twitch­ 
ing* in the left leg. 
Marie then retired, and Leonti.;e passed 
from lethargy into catalepsy. In this state 
Leontine complained that her Aright arm 
and left leg were paralyzed, w tjbh was ac­ 
tually the case. Dr. Luvs tlv $ suggested 
to Leontine to wake and tuu to feel any­ 
thing of the paralysis on 4. •;inc. She did 
so. and the paralysis 
. d disappeared. 
The sam e experim ent tv. , repeated on the 
following day. aud a u .r.tw o m ore treat­ 
m ents M arie was cared. 
The official report of the case 9ays: “Dur­ 
ing the fourth experim ent the hitherto 
paralyzed hand of Marie displayed by 
pressure a force eqtial to tbe 'w eight 
of twelve kilogram m es. Four davs after 
this the force rose to the weight of nine­ 
teen kilogram m es, and at the same tim o 
the left hand had gone up from twelve 
kilogram m es to fifteen. The leg also con­ 
tinued to progress adm irably. The return 
of the sensitive and motor functions of the 
two lim bs being confirmed, the patient, 
anxious to return to ber family, soon left 
the hospital.”

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the enlargement of any Federal preroga­ 
tive ; it is not a tendency toward central­ 
ization, nor yet in the drift toward the 
the breaking down of the sovereign powers 
of the States. That it has no political 
significance in these directions is obvious 
from the fact that if political prejudices 
have anything to do with Court decision?, 
in this case there are none, for the decision 
is by three Democratic and three Repub­ 
lican Justices. 
The prohibitory law of Iowa was asked 
for, and the campaign preceding its adop­ 
tion was based upon the distinct under­ 
standing that it was not intended so much 
to interfere with the use of liquor as a 
beverage, as to suppress the evils of the 
saloon system. According to the Iowa 
State Register, a conservative and thought­ 
ful paper, the prohibition argument was 
aimed mainly at the bar, which was held 
to be a menace to society. That journal 
says:

TH E LATEST SUPREME COURT LIQUOR 
DECISION. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States, rendered a week ago 
yesterday in an Iowa liquor case, has ex­ 
cited wide spread interest, and the expres­ 
sions concerning it are almost as varied 
as there are critics. 
We do not consider 
the Court as anuoi^icing any new doctrine, 
or as construing the constitutional powers 
of the Federal Government any more 
broadly than heretofore. 
The case in brief is as follows ; 
Iowa 
has a law prohibiting the manufacture, 
sale or importation of spirituous or malt 
or vinous liquors. 
A Peoria, 111., manu­ 
facturer of beer shipped original packages 
of his manufacture to customers in Keo­ 
kuk. An Iowa official seized these pack­ 
ages after they crossed the line, and before 
the delivery to the purchaser was com­ 
plete. The lower Court and the State 
Supreme Court sustained him in this ac­ 
tion. 
The case then went to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and that final 
tribunal reverses the Court below. 
The 
Supreme Court of Iowa held that as long 
as the Slate prohibited the sale of liquor, 
the privilege of selling liquor denied resi­ 
dents of that State qbuld not be extended 
to residents of othq/r States. They held 
that the right toj prohibit the sale of 
liquor was broad enough to inclfide the 
actual sale and delivery of liquor within 
the State, no matter where the liquor 
came from. 
The SupremeCourt of the United States 
holds that ardent spirits are subjects of 
interstate commerce. 
Whenever a State 
law amounts to regulation of such com­ 
merce, and directly or indirectly inhibits 
the receiptxif an imported commodity or 
its disposition before it has ceased to be­ 
come an a.^icle of trade between States, it 
comes in crtnflict with a power exclusively 
in the ( eneral Government, and it is 
therefore void. And the Court adds: 
Undoubtedly it is for the legislative branch of 
the State Governments to determine whether 
the m anufacture of particular articles of traffic 
will injuriously affect the public, and it is not 
for Congress to determine what measures a State 
may properly adopt as appropriate or needful 
for th e protection of the public morals, life or 
safety; but notwithstanding it is not vested 
Wit.b supervisory powers over nutters of local 
ad ministration, the responsibility is upon Con- 
gross, so far as the regulation of interstate com- 
idieri-e is concerned, to remove the restriction 
upon the State in dealing with imported articles 
which have not been mingled with the com­ 
mon mass of property therein. * * « What­ 
ever our individual views may be as tothe dele­ 
terious qualities of particular article*, we can 
not hola that any article* which Congress rec­ 
ognizes as subjects of interstate commeice are 
not such, or that whatever are thus recognized 
Can be controlled by btate laws amounting to 
regulations, while they retain that character; 
although, at the same time, if directly danger­ 
ous to themselves, the States may take appro­ 
priate measures to guard against injury' before 
it obtains complete jurisdiction over them. T< 
Concede to a State the power to exclude, di 


The statement was repeatedly made by the 
advocates of prohibition that they did not in­ 
tend to interfere with social habits that did not 
themselves interfe:e with the welfare of society. 
But the open saloon, the dram-shop, with its 
temptations to excessive drinking, its opportu­ 
nities for squandering the wages of the poor 
man, its incentives to crime and Its shelter to 
criminal», must go. The Supreme Court gives 
no word of encouragement for its return. But 
it does sustain the very position which the 
friends of prohibition took when they dis­ 
claimed any intention of interfering with indi­ 
vidual habits that did not injure others. 
to repeat, the decision 
So, to repeat, the decision amounts 
to this, that a man who wants a case of 
liquors or any unbroken package of ardent 
spirits delivered to him in Iowa, from 
seller of liquors outside of that Statei 
can have it done, but he cannot break 
such package and sell from it, or sell the 
package to another in the State of Iowa so 
long as the laws of his State prohibit it. 
The Prohibitionists have already an­ 
nounced that one of the labors of their 
future activity will be to procure from 
Congress the enactment of a law providing 
for 
the 
removal 
of 
the 
restriction 
upon the State in dealing with imported 
articles which have not been mingled with 
the common mass of property in the State. 
This appeal to Congress will be made upon 
the basis of an expression of the Supreme 
Court that will be found in the para­ 
graph which we quote from the decision in 
this article. 
The Philadelphia Press and the New 
York Evening Post as well as the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, hold that the effect of the de­ 
cision will be to destroy license laws 
largely, because under the ruling liquors 
can be sent into a State and sold in un 
broken packages, however small, without 
the payment of any license or tax, while 
local dealers will be compelled to pay 
both license and tax, and thus be placed 
at a decided disadvantage. This may be 
true to a limited extent, but those jour­ 
nals are in error in the assumption that 
the decision will permit one “to 
set 
up as an importer and do a flask and bottle 
business” free from tax or license in his 
locality, since the law, as construed by 
the Supreme Court, does not recognize as 
an act of interstate commerce any sale 
after the receipt by the importer. So far, 
then, as the original recipient is con­ 
cerned, he can undoubtedly receive liquors 
in original 
packages without 
tax or 
license, and just as far as his consumption 
aflects local dealers they will be injured, 
but in a State where the sale is prohibited 
and tax and license are unknown as a 
consequence, the importation can cut no 
trade figure, while in States where the 
traffic is not forbidden, the law and the 
custom remain as they always have been, 
and there is no incentive to importation 
by consumers. 


NOT A HYDRAULIC KER. 


Having

p>nct tv cauiuuc, u r 
rectly or indirectly, articles so situated, wiibout 
Congressional permission, is to concede 10 a 
major,ty of the people of a State, represented 
in the Mate Legislature, the power to regulate 
commercial intercourse between the States, by 
determining what shall be its subjects, wheii 
that power was dislinctly granted to be exer­ 
cised by the people of the United States, repre­ 
sented in Congress, and its possess.on by the 
latlcr was considered essential to the more per­ 
fect union which the Constitution was adopted 
to create. 
In this decision six Justices concurred 
and three dissented from it. The extreme 
prohibitionists hold that the decision com­ 
pletely destroys their footing and that now 
prohibition mast proceed upon a national 
basis. The more conservative take a di­ 
rectly opposite view, and contend that the 
decision does not affect the one great aim 
of the cause, the suppression of the saloon 
and the retailing of ardent spirits. 
Let us look at the matter calmly and we 
■will discover that the Court has enunci­ 
ated no new doctrine. There are very 
many cases in which it has affirmed the 
constitutional doctrine that over inter­ 
state commerce the States as individual 
members of the Union have no power. In 
th e celebrated Maryland case it was held 
th a t the State has no power to tax or in­ 
terfere with an article of interstate com­ 
merce so long as it retains that character, 
and until it has mingled with and become 
of the volume of the common projierty in 
the State. 
In the Marshalltown case it 
was held that a railroad company had the 
right to bring liquor into a State as a com­ 
mon carrier, hut the Court did not say 
th at after it had lieen delivered in the 
Stale to the consignee the State laws 
could not control its disposition. Neither 
does it so hold now. 
It does not now say 
that after the unbroken package has been 
delivered to the importer he can go on 
and sell it unrestrainedly within the State, 
for as soon as delivery has been effected it 
becomes subject to the police regulations 
of the State. 
So then if A B, residing in a State for­ 
bidding the sale of liquors, purchases from 
C D in another State a package of liquors, 
in bottles, kegs, barrels or flasks, and im­ 
ports them into his own State, he does so 
under the interstate commerce right guar­ 
anteed between the States to all the citi­ 


z e n s thereof by the Federal Constitution. 
But so soofl as he has received the package 
in his own SUte it becomes a portion of 
the common property thereof, and is sub­ 
ject to the local polite regulations of the 
State. 
So that A B cannot break the orig. 
in a i package in his State and sell it to the 
people thereof, if the State law prohibits 


£uch sale. 
This is really what the decision amounts 
la. and it is not therefore in the direction 
of the repression of any State right, nor

Mr. Tebbets said he had been inform ed 
th at hydraulicking was in progress there, 
by piping w ater against a bank. 
T he 
Supervisors of th e county were pledged to 
th e suppression of hydraulic m ining, and 
had done and w ould do th eir utm ost to 
prohibit it. 
H is in form ant was Supervisor 
Synder, of Y olo county, who said th at Mr. 
F inch was m ining 
by 
th e 
hydraulic 
m ethod. 
T he latter replied th at he had to use 
w ater to clear the gold from th e bedrock, 
b ut was not engaged in hydraulicking. 
President Ross said he had visited Mr. 
F in ch ’s m ine, and was satisfied th a t it was 
n ot ru n by th e hydraulic m ethod. 
M r. Bates w anted to know w hether it 
was less disastrous to the stream s to loosen 
earth by blasting and ru n n in g it in to them 
th an by piping. 
Mr. G reer th o u g h t the proper th in g to do 
w ould be for th e Judiciary C om m ittee of 
the Board to visit and inspect the m ine. 
Mr. Bates held th at the blasting process 
was just as bad as the piping. 
P iesident Koss said ne was at th e m ine 
on th e preceding day. and saw n o thing ob­ 
jectionable about th e m ethods in use there. 
Mr. T ebbets th ought it th e d uty of the 
B oard's attorney to investigate th e m atter. 
Mr. Finch explained that his mine had 
very heavy tailings, and that all that went 
into the American was a little muddy 
water and a very little sediment. His 
mine is a mile from the American river, 
and only a small quantity of water was 
used, through a hose, without pressure, tor 
washing oil the bedrock. 
Mr. Roas said that, as President of the 
Board, be would not sign a complaint 
charging Mr. Finch with condacting a hy­ 
draulic mine. 
Mr. Tebbets here moved that the Board 
renew its offered of a reward of $500 for 
evidence sufficient to convict any person or 
persons of conducting hydraulic mining on 
the American river. 
Then he moved that the President of 
Board and the Chairman of the Committee 
on Roads and Bridges visit the mine some 
day during the week and report to the 
Board the result of their discoveries. 
‘■What's the matter with my going, 
a lso? ’ asked Mr. Bates, and he was then 
included in the Investigating Committee, 
and Tebbets’ last motion was carried. 


A Country Youth Bolates a 
Bit of Experience. 
If the story told by a certain unsophis­ 
ticated youth is correct, lawyer Estabrook 
I has been guilty of conduct that does not 
I reflect credit on the profession he repre- 
| sents. If the young man s statement is 
not correct, then Mr. Estabrook owes it to 
him self to take. snch action as will pub­ 
licly exonerate him from the charge made 
against him. 
The yonng man in qneation—who is said 
to be a somewhat verdant but apparently 
honest lad—has related to several persons 
his experience with Mr. Estabrook, and the 
story, as told by one of them to a R ecord- 
U nion reporter, is substantially as follows : 
Some weeks ago he came to this city 
from Elk Grove, where he had heen em­ 
ployed, to consult Justice Henry in regard 
to bringing suit to recover the sum of $50, 
which he claimed to be due him from his 
former employer as wages. 
Instead of 
calling upon the lawyer who had been 
recommended to him, however, he fell in 
with lawyer Estabrook, to whom he stated 
his case. Bstabrook told him he wonld 
collect the $50 for him for a fee of $10. The 
bargain was closed, and the money paid 
over. 
‘ 
The lawyer and his client went to Elk 
Grove, and the suit was finally brought in 
the Justice's Court there. The defendant 
testified th a t he h ad paid th e plain tiff all 
he owed h im , an d jn dgm ent was given 
against th e lad. 
T hen a charge was tru m p ed up against 
th e latter of having m ade threats to do his 
em ployer bodily injury, and he was a r­ 
rested. 
E stabrook dem anded $5 m ore for 
defending h im , and got it. 
T he case 
proved to be a farce, it is said, and th e 
youDg m an was prom ptly discharged. 
T he story is th at E stabrook then de­ 
m anded m ore m oney for his services, or 
for alleged costs, or som ething of th e sort, 
w hich th e boy was unable to p a t up. 
B ut 
he was th e possessor of a gold w atch, 
w hich bad caught th e eye o f th e astute 
Sacram ento law yer, w ho dem anded th a t 
his client surrender it to h im in order th at 
he m ight protect th e conntv against loss. 
T h e boy dem urred, 
saying 
th at his 
w atch w as w orth $80, but som ehow or 
other he was prevailed upon to give it up 
to E stabrook. 
T he latter is said to have 
since exhibited a gold w atch to his friends 
here, w ith the rem ark th a t he had “ m ade 
th at m uch in one day," or som ething to 
th at effect. 
T he reporter to w hom the story w as told 
could n ot learn th e nam e of the young 
m an w ho had parted w ith an $80 w atch 
and $15 in coin in an attem p t to recover an 
al leged debt of $50, an was unable to find 
him last evening, but th e above are sub 
stan tially th e facts asd related to h im by a 
reputable citizen to w hom th e yo u th had 
told his story. 
I t is possible th a t there is an o th er side to 
this rom ance in real life, and if so it ought 
to com e out, for the double reason of ex­ 
onerating th e attorney connected therew ith 
and relieving th e legal profession of this 
city o f th e suspicion th at w onld otherw ise 
n atu rally attach to its m ethods of dealing 
w ith a certain class of litigants.

Residents of Amador Denied an 
Bond to This City. 
For some years past the residents of the 
northwestern part of Amador county, who 
find it to their interest to trade direct with 
this city, have been greatly inconvenienced 
by what the; claim to be the selfishness of 
a few people in the vicinity of Michigan 
Bar, on the Sacramento side of the connty 
line, who have maintained gates across a 
small strip of road connecting the Amador 
and Sacramento county roads. They have 
repeatedly petitioned the Supervisors of 
this connty for relief from the annoyance, 
and a few months ago that body instructed 
the Road Overseer in that district to re­ 
move the obstruction. 
Since then, however, certain neighbors of 
the parties who own the gates have sided 
with the latter, and have used their influ­ 
ence against the petitions of the Amador 
people. 
The matter was again brought be­ 
fore the Board yesterday by a communica­ 
tion from G. G. Gilbert and otners, of Am­ 
ador, remonstrating against the mainten­ 
ance of the obstructions and asking for their 
removal. The remonstrance was directed 
aguio8t the granting of a privilege to a Mrs 
Dickinson to erect another gate across the 
road from Michigan Bar to Plymouth, 
which, it was claimed, would work a hard­ 
ship upon citizens of Amador connty, who 
desired a short and direct route to Sacra­ 
mento. 
A petition from certain citizens of Michi­ 
gan Bar and vicinity, who favor the grant­ 
ing of the privilege asked by Mrs. Dickin­ 
son, was also read. 
The petition and remonstrance were 
placed on file. 
Mr. B ates m oved th at the prayer of the 
petitioner be granted, and M r. Tebbets op­ 
posed it. 
H e w anted th e people of A m a­ 
dor and all other contiguous counties to 
Sacram ento to have free ingress to this 
county. 
M r. M cCullough, of A m ador, addressed 
th e Board on behalf of th e protestants. H e 
said tbe signers of th e petition for th e ob­ 
struction are neighbors of the petitioner, 
and bad signed through m ere sym pathy 
for her. 
B ut she is a w orthy lady w ho 
is well-do-do, and th e sym pathy is m is­ 
placed. 
T he road in question bad been 
traveled for th irty years, and A m ador 
county had recently constructed a road, at 
considerable expense, to connect w iih it. 
People in A m ador who w ant to do busi­ 
ness in Sacram ento do not w ant to be sh u t 
o ut by gates th at are not necessary to the 
interests of any person. 
If a petition were 
desired, one fifty feet long could be had 
from citizens of A m ador. 
“ Close this road,” he said, “and you w ill 
sh u t out th e trade of a whole tow nship in 
A m ador county th at w ants to go to Sacra­ 
m ento. 
W e are not now traveling in the 
days of '49, and we need more roads than 
ever. 
W hen we built an sxpensive road 
dow n to your county line, we did not ex ­ 
pect to be sh u t o u t.” 
Mr. Bates said he was in favor o f the 
Board laying o at a county road in th at 
vicinity th a t w ould dispose of th e w hole 
m atter aud settle the gate question. 
Mr. G reer said that, from w hat he could 
learn, th e sentim ent in th e locality nam ed 
was in favor of th e “ poor widow w om an,” 
and he was ready to vote in h er favor at 
an y tim e. 
Mr. M cCallough replied th at “ the poor 
w idow ” was w ell off an d not in danger of 
being injured by th e rem oval of th e gate. 
M r. Tebbets suggested th at “ we build 
a stone w all around th e county and sh u t 
out ali in tru d ers w ho m ig h t com e here to 
annoy our m erchants.” 
A fter som e farth er discassion th e Board 
voted to disregard th e protest and allow 
th e gate to rem ain.

TALK IS CHEAP. 


IF IT WASN’T THE TRUSTEE! WOULD 
DO LESS OF IT. 


A n A ll-D ay 
Session, a t W hich L ittle

The Board of City Trastees met as asna! 
yesterday morning in regular weekly ses­ 
sion. The Chief Eneineer of the Water­ 
works reported that 34,092,000 gallons of 
water were pumped during the past week, 
the Hoily pump working 80 hours and the 
8tevens 88 hours. 
R. H. Singleton, Superintendent of the 
Cemetery, reported that during April there 
were thirty-eight deaths in this city. Three 
bodies were sent away for burial and six­ 
teen were brought here for interment. He 
collected from sales of lots, exhumation, 
vault dues and burial permits, $365 75. 
The Poundmaster reported that daring 
April 
he impounded 
fifty-seven dogs, 
twelve cows and eleven horses. The horses 
and cows were redeemed, but only three 
dogs. He collected $42. 
A petition was received remonstrating 
against the grading of W street, from 
Eighth to Tenth. Action was deferred for 
one week. 
T. C. Churchman asked the Board to en­ 
force the order opening Thirtieth street, 
from B to F. The property-owners, he 
said, believed the opening of the streets 
would enhance the value of the lots ad­ 
joining. The matter was referred to tha 
Street Commissioner. 
A Mr. Pierce asked when the city in­ 
tended to repair the Y-street levee. 
Trustee McLaughlin said the Board in­ 
tended to improve the road as soon as 
earth could be obtained, and he had pre­ 
pared a resolution of intention to grade 
and fill in the levee from Ninth street to 
the river bank. 
J. Bauer asked permission of the Board 
to remove the top awning of his building 
at Third and J streets, and put up a new 
one. Referred to Trustee McLaughlin. 
M. C. Tilden appeared before the Board 
and asked whether I street was to be grav­ 
eled, or whether the bituminous rock pave­ 
ment was to be laid. 
‘ 
Trustee McLaughlin said that the street 
would be graded and graveled, and that it 
was too late now for any new plan to be 
proposed. 
Mr. Tilden said this would be satisfactory 
to him, although he would preler to have 
the street, graded to Twentieth only. He 
was a poor man and thought the Trustees 
ought to go a little slow in such matters. 
N. A. Kidder, the Harbormaster, re­ 
ported his collections for April at $147 50. 
Philip O Neill filed his bond as Pound- 
keeper in the sum of $1,000, with M. M. 
Drew and W. H. Devine as sureties. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr re­ 
ported that the awnings in front of the fol­ 
lowing premises ought to be condemned: 
Nos. 500 aDd 502 J street, 619 L street, 601 
K street, 227, 215, 507 and 506 J street, 924, 
904 and 906 Second street and 201 L street. 
It was ordered that the Inspector enforce 
the law regaiding the removal of these 
awnings 
The hills of W. A. Anderson as attornev 
for the Board, and A. J. Johnston for 
printing the supplemental register, were 
laid over. Trustee McLaughlin said he 
did not want to vote to pay the bills until 
the time within which an appeal might be 
taken would expire. 
Mayor Comstock said he would also like 
a little time to look into the matter. 
Mr. Johnston said he did not see why 
the Board was delaying the payment of 
liis bill. The injunction was dissolved 
and bills ought to oe paid. There was no 
appeal to be taken. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
grade 6 s'reet, from Sixth to Twentieth, 
and S t. 
‘ from Sixth to Seventeenth, 
was ordéreifim proved by the construction 
of a vitrified ironstone pipe sewer and 
brick manholes therein. 
Bills 
were presented 
by ex-Captain 
Karcher of the police and the"other officers 
who failed to be re-elected this year. They 
were laid on the table. 
When the bill of the Hnntington-Hop- 
kins Company for 
coal 
for January, 
amouming to $1,287 29, was read, Mayor 
Comstock said he would object to paying 
it because it was a last year’s bill. 
“Why did you pay those other small 
bilis?" asked Mr. Wolf. 
“ Weil.” said the Mayor, “they are little 
amounts and belong to poor men, and I 
guess it’s all right.” 
“I want the roll called on that bill,” 
said the Street Commissioner. 
The roll was called and Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf voted to pay it, Mayor 
Comstock voting no. 
District Attorney Bruner addressed the 
Board in favor of paying the claim of A. J. 
Johnston & Co. for printing the supple­ 
mental register, but no action was taken. 
A recess was ordered until 1:30 r. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session Jos. D. Redding, 
representing the Central Electric Light 
Company, addressed the Board in regard to 
extending the time for them to have their 
machinery and apparatus in order to fur­ 
nish lights in this city. He said that owing 
to the bad winter they were not able to get 
all the poles they needed, although 350 
were in place already. He did not think 
anytning in the contract required his com­ 
pany to he ready in ninety days, but he 
supposed that this was the understanding. 
His company was anxious, however, to 
have tüeir machinery in pcsition, and he 
thought that by June 10th they would be 
ready to furnish at least 125 lights. Dyna­ 
mos. wires aud the other necessary appur­ 
tenances were already purchased at an 
expense of about $30,000. 
“ Who will this company belong to?” 
asked Trustee McLaughlin, “ after you're 
ready to commence work?" 
Mr. Redding replied that it was the Cen­ 
tral Electric Company. 
After further discussion the matter was 
laid over until next Friday evening. 
A bill was presented by Chiet of Police 
Drew for $20 3!), for feed "for two horses for 
the month of April. The Chief stated that 
one of the animals DeloDged to ex-Captain 
Karcher, who claimed he had a right to 
keep his horse there. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved that the bill 
be paid, aud that Karcher be ordered to 
take his horse away, as the city would 
not bear any further expense for keeping it. 
Chief Drew also stated that the city 
prison meat bills for fourteen months, 
amount.ng to a considerable sum. bad 
been presented to him by the butcher, Mr. 
Schumeyer, and he refused to sign them, 
for the reason that many of them were 
contracted before bis time as Chief of 
Police. He also snggested that if a better 
cook were employed for the city prison 
there wonld be a considerable saving. No 
action was taken. 
City Attorney Hart said he had exam­ 
ined all the statutes of the State in regard 
to the calling of special elections, and bad 
come to the conclusion that an ordinance 
would have to be passed and published for 
two weeks. Mr. Hart then read an ordi­ 
nance which he had prepared, calling for a 
special election at whicn the question of 
issuing $100,000 worth of bonds would be 
submitted. 
Mr. Frye, of the Federated Trades, called 
the attention of the Board to a State law 
which provides that eight boors is a legal 
day's work. 
Trustee McLaughlin asked Mr. Frye if 
he thought men would rather loee one 
hour's pay than to earn it. 
The latter replied that the men shouldn't 
work by the nour, but by the day, and re­ 
ceive the same pay for eight hours as for 
nine hours. 
Considerable discussion ensued, each 
Trustee trying to explain how many hours 
he put in while serving the city, and the 
matter was finally dropped. 
The matter of paying the advertising 
billa of the Labor Bureau of the Federated 
Trades was brought up and again laid 
-over. 
The Mayor read a letter he had received 
from J. H. Hendricks, of Natoma Grove. 
Stating that he (Hendricks) had 
been 
charged $20 by Poundmaster O'Niell for 
impounding his horse for twenty days. He 
also stated that O'Niell informed him that 
the city allowed him $1 a day for taking 
care of each; norse, and he (Hendricks) be­ 
lieved the statement was false. 
As usual, no action waa taken. 
The resolntion of intention to grade G 
street from Ninth to Twelfth was ordered 
rescinded. 
J. Bauer, one of the old clerks in the 
W ater Works, showed to the Board an In­ 
dex to the tap-book which he bad partially 
finished, and which he claimed was an in­ 
valuable book in the Water Works depart­ 
ment. Mr. Bauer stated that he prepared 
the book himself outside of office hours, 
and although but partially finished he 
would complete it if allowed $100. 
Trustees McLaughlin and Wolf said they 
believed the book to be a valuable one. but 
Mayor Comstock wanted time, and the 


usual action was taken. 
It was laid over 
one week. 
Trnstee McLaughlin 
reported to the 
Board that he had set the hours for street 
sprinkling from 9 p. m . till 7 a . m., and on 
the principal streets from 12 u. to 4 p. m . 
The other members of the Board agreed 
that these were satisfactory honrs, and the 
Street Commissioner said he proposed to see 
thst the sprinklers did their work within 
these hours. 
He also said a new pump was badly 
needed on the Y-street levee to pump out 
the aipage water, and wanted the Board to 
take action in the matter. 
"There’s no need of any action.” sng­ 
gested Auditor McKee, “you’ve already or­ 
dered a pnrnp there.” 
The members looked bewildered, and 
still more so when the Clerk showed them, 
in the minutes of April 21st, that the 
Street Commissioner had been authorized 
by the Board to purchase a pump. 
Trnstee Wolf was the first to break the 
silence, remarking thst he had a faint 
recollection that something like that did 
take place. 
The Mayor said that if such an order was 
passed he did not know of it, and when 
the Second Trnstee stated that the cost 
would be about $1,575, Mr. Comstock 
wanted it understood that he objected. He 
would not mind $1,000, or even $1,200, bat 
didn’t want to go any higher. 
“ Well, we need a new pnrnp there,” said 
Trnstee McLaughlin, “and if you won’t 
have it I don’t want the people to throw 
any blame on me.” 
After considerable talk the subject was 
dropped, by referring it to the Mayor and 
Third Trastee. 
Trustee Wolf suggested that the side­ 
walk on the west side of Ninth street, from 
I to J, be condemned, and it was so ordered. 
The Mayor wanted to dispense with the 
services of Water Inspector Brissell, but 
the other two members made speeches on 
the other side of the question, and Brissell 
will still draw his salary. 
At 5 o’clock p. m . the Board adjourned. 


PROBABLY A BAD ONE.

o’clock last night Joseph 
Josephs, who keeps a saloon on L street, 
near Third, called the attention of officers 
Simmons and Carroll to a yonng colored 
man whom he was trying to get away from 
his door. As the officers moved up the 
youth started to run, and the officers fol­ 
lowed. He ran to Second and around into 
the alley, and sought refuge in a vacant 
back lot. 
The officers followed, and found the fel­ 
low lying on his fact- in some weeds. 
Searching around they found a pistol near 
by, which he had thrown away. 
At the Station-house he said his name 
was Calvin Abner Irwin. His pockets 
contained a lot of letters and telegrams, a 
woman's bracelet and breastpin, a small 
badge, some kevs, $8 80 in money and a 
morphine injecting outfit. 
Among the 
traps was a well-worn certificate of bap­ 
tism, shewing that he had given his cor­ 
rect name and that he was born in Yreka. 
There was also a memorandum indicating 
that he had been on trial somewhere.

HE’S DEFIAHT. 


BASEBALLES O’NEILL SNAPS HIS FIN 
GERS AT THE “ JAY TOWN.” 


H is T ria l Is P o stp o n ed fo r O ne W eek — 
C om m ent on Sunday’s D is­ 
g racefu l A ffair. 


The disgraceful Conduct of Captain Nor­ 
ris O’Neill of the Oakland baseball team at 
Sunday’s game was the principal topic of 
conversation on the streets yesterday among 
the ball cranks. The universal opinion 
was that O’Neill got off very luckily in be­ 
ing taken in charge by officer Stafford be­ 
fore the mob got at him. 
O’Neill came np from Oakland on the 
morning train yesterday and was met at 
the depot by Manager Robinson. O’Neill 
appeared to be in his usual high spirits, 
and treated the matter lightly. To an ac­ 
quaintance he said he “couldn’t expect 
anything else from a jay town like Sacra­ 
mento.” H e believes that he is one of the 
most undeservedly abased men in the 
world, but says that he “ will defy them 
all.” 
IN THE POLICE COURT. 
O’Neill, accompanied by kis attorney, 
Hiram Johnson, and Manager Robinson, 
appeared in the Police Conrt yesterday af­ 
ternoon for examination on the charge of 
disturbing the peace which was preferred 
against him. 
The Court-room was crowded with base­ 
ball players and others who wereintereeted 
in the affair. 
Charles T. Jones appeared as special coun­ 
sel for the prosecution, and he annonnced 
that he was ready to proceed. 
Attorney Johnson then arose and to the 
surprise of those present asked for a con­ 
tinuance of the case for at least a week. He 
said that he had not had time to prepare 
his defense, and besides several of the Oak­ 
land ball team were desired as witnesses, 
and they were not present. A continuance, 
he said, would certainly work no hardship 
on the prosecution, and besides there was 
a probability that in a week theexeitement 
over the case will have abated and some 
agreement reached satisfactory to all par­ 
ties. 
Mr. Jones said he would not object to a 
continuance, but thought a week too long. 
Mr. Johnson insisted that it would work 
a hardship on the players who were wanted 
as witnesses if they were summoned during 
the week, on account of their being sched­ 
uled for several games. 
Judge Buckley granted the continuance 
and set the hearing for next Monday after­ 
noon. 
O’Neill and Manager Robinson left for the 
Bay on yesterday afternoon’s train. 


CENSURE ON ALL SIDES. 
The noisy Oakland Captain is not getting 
much sympathy. 
A San Francisco paper 
has the following to say abont the affair: 
“The climax of boisterous coaching, as 
illustrated by Captain O’Neill, waa reached 
at Sacramen*. yesterday afternoon, when 
that player and umpire Chipman came to 
blows on the field in the presence of 2,000 
ladies and gentlemen. The police inter­ 
fered. O’Neill was placed under arrest, 
taken to the station-honse, and then re­ 
leased after putting up $50 bail. The scene, 
and a most disgraceful one it was, was but 
the natural result of the style of coaching 
adopted by the Oakland captain at times. 
He has a bad habit of coaching while he is 
a baae-runner, though in direct violation of 
one of the rules of the game, and no one 
knows this better than O’Neill himself. 
At times, unless called down by the um­ 
pire, he becomes personal to the extent of 
insnltiDg opposing players. His guying of 
Harper, as related in the telegraphic ac­ 
count of the disgraceful affair, waa uncalled 
for, and should have called for more than 
two fines of $5 each. O'Neill knows how 
to coach, and coach properly. He should 
be made to do so by his manager. The 
part played by umpire Chipman places 
him in an unenviable light. He can offer 
no excuse for striking O'Neill while the 
game was in progress. He shonld have 
had him ejected from the gronnds or fined 
him to a standstill. Altogether it was the 
most disgraceful scene ever witnessed on a 
California League diamond, and the Direc­ 
tors shonld lose no time in thoroughly in­ 
vestigating the matter and punishing those 
derserving of punishment. It is a duty 
they owe to the public, to themselves and 
the .interests of the national game.” 
THE OAKLAND VERSION. 
Some of 'he Oakland players, in endeav- 
oriug to h *lp out their Captain, are step­ 
ping over tue bounds of truthfulness. One 
of them, in an interview with a Call re­ 
porter, says: "O’Neill was prancing up 
and down the line near the cushion, keep­ 
ing up a ceaseless chattering to his men, 
and Harper as.'ted that he be called down. 
O’Neill went quietly back to first and Har­ 
per folded his arms waiting to hear from 
Chipman. All the latter wonld say was, 
■Play ball,’ but Harper did not Ditch until 
some minutes had passed. Then McDon­ 
ald, who was at bat, hit a grounder to 
Daley, who threw out O’Neill at second. 
Reitz tried to donble-up McDonald, but in 
throwing struck O’Neill on the arm with 
the ball, and it bounded off into the field, 
while two men went home. When Chip­ 
man decided that both O’Neill and Mc­ 
Donald were out, the Oakland Captain re­ 
monstrated and a wordy war 
ensued. 

Finally 
Chipman struck O’Neill a blow on the 
neck and ’Tip’ swung his right, landing 
forcibly on the umpire’s jaw, cutting the 
flesh. Two policemen immediately seized 
O’Neill, hustled him into a carriage and 
drove to jail. Had he not been quickly 
carried away the crowd wonld have used 
him tonghly.”

ately stopped the ball and bagged the sec­ 
ond-baseman. He admitted this himself 
in front of the reporters’ stand, but in­ 
sisted that a run Bhonld be counted for the 
man who came in from third base during 
the play.

panied urn. is th at th e m ighty son of N or­ 
folk ;s perfectly sound in w iiiu and lim b. 
I did not confine m y observations to one or 
tw o days, but w atched th e horse closely for 
a week or m ore. 
As lie has never ex h ib ­ 
ited any signs of th e aflliction people who 
h av e pronounced E l R io Rey a roarer are 
ig n o ran t of w hat the term really m eans. 
W h en I left the g rta t horse this m orning 
h e was standing knee deep in the straw in 
h is stall. 
H e seem s m ore like a stallion in 
stud condition th an a colt expected to race 
th is season. 
H is lim bs are rem arkably 
clr-Hii. and not a pim ple is discernible on 
h is shin in g coat. 
"W h a t little w ork is given him at pres­ 
ent he takes w ith a relish, and retu rn s to 
h is stall looking as though he w anted 
m ote.

N ew Y o rk , M ay 5th —T he Commercial 
Bulletin sa y s: In a sh o rt tim e new C alifor­ 
n ia fruit w ill begin to arrive in this m arket. 
As far as oranges are concerned, it is not 
believed by au th o rity here th a t m an y w ill 
com e to New Y ork. 
T he trouble is the 
com petition to w hich they are subjected in 
th e New Y ork m arket w ill no t allow high 
enough prices to m ake it an object to send 
the fruit here ow ing to th e heavy freight 
charges. 
T he late citrus fair in th is city opened 
th e eyes of m any to th e good qaalities of 
C alifornia oranges, th e fru it having v irtu ­ 
ally been a stranger to m ost people in New 
Y ork. 
N evertheless, the h ig h freight rates 
from California act as an effectual barrier 
against fruit com ing to th is m ark et w ith 
any degree of freedom . 
W ith C alifornia green fruit, how ever, 
very rapid progress is being m ade in the 
am o u n t th at each season is sen t to th e 
New Y o rk m arket. M ore com m ission m en 
w ill receive fruit d u rin g th e com ing season 
th an ever before. 
One year ago th e first 
C alifornia cherries w ere arriving in this 
city a t th is tim e, b u t th is year none is yet 
know n to have left C alifornia, and in fact 
i hey are expected to be at least tw o weeks 
late, w hich is also the case w ith apricots 
and peaches.
